Suit was filed in the St. Louis Circuit 
Court yesterday afternoon by Joseph K. 
Davidson asking that the assignment of 
Harroun Brothers to A. C. Stewart, Hen- 
ry C. Haarstick and William T. Kemper be 
set aside; that a receiver be appointed to 
take charge of the firm's business, and 
that the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Ratiway Co. be restrained from paying 
Harroun Bros. $15,000, which it is alleged 
the railroad owes. 

The order to the railroad company to 
show cause why the injunction should not 
be granted was issued yestcrday by Judge 
Fisher, returnable Thursday morning at 
10 o'clock. 

Davidson alleges that he was the owner 
of a corn-shelling plant at McAllister, I. T., 
and of scales, cribs and bins at Adair, 
Vinita, Blue Jacket and Welch. I. T. He 
saya that he entered into an agreement with 
Harroun Brus. Oct. 8, 1903, that they should 
mutually conduct the business at those 
points. 

This agreement, Davidson says, was not 
to be terminated by either party without 


giving the other 60 days’ notice. He charges 
that Oct. 30. 194, Harroun Bros. terminated 
the agreement without At that 
time there was due him under the con- 
tract more than $3000. He asks an ac- 
counting and that the amount due him be 
ordered paid out of the money owed Har- 
roun Bros. by the railroad company.

Two Lcfty Peaks in Wichita 
Mountains to Bo Iinclosed by 
Fencing of Indian Territory 
Tract If Plan Goes Tarongh. 


SENATORS IN FAVOUR OF 
APPROPRIATION FOR IT 


Fifty-Four Miles of Fence, Bot- 

tom of Meshed and Top of 
Barbed Wire, Will Be Required 
to Prevent Break«.

GUTHRIE, O. T., Jan. 14.—The proposition 
to convert the national forest reserve, in 
the Wichita mountains, in Southwestern 
Oklahoma, into a national game preserve is 
meeting with such encouragement that al- 
ready the plans for its maintenance are be- 
ing considered. It will be the original 
nationa) game preserve in the entire United 
States, and will be maintained principally 
under the provisions of the Lacey bill, 
which passed the last Congress, making of 
it a hatchery or mammoth government 
game breeding ranch, after the manner of 
the various government fish hatcheries now 
Ipcate? throughout the country. 

Immediately after Congress reconvenes a 
report will be made to the Senate by Dr. 
Cc. B. Penrose of Philadelphia, a brother of 
the senior seriator from Pennsylvania. Dr. 
Penrose is chairman of the board of con- 
trol, having in charge the protection of 
national game and enforcing the laws in 
connection therewith. This board was pro- 
vided by the Lacey bill, and is the result of 
the efforts of the National Sportsmen's 
League to secure legiviation which will pro- 
tect wild game in this country. The meas- 
wre making a national game preserve in 
Oklahcma bas already paseed the House, 
and has met with such favor in the Senate 
that its passage is secured, 

The matter of appropriation, to carry 
into effect the provivions of the measure is 
the only thing left to agree upon, and for 
recommendations along this line Dr. Pen- 
rose was sent to the Wichita mountains to 
investigate. He spent several weeks there, 
returning to Philadelphia after Congress 
adjourned, for the holidays. The measure is 
being | j after in the Senate by Sen- 
ator Penrese, who. like his brother, is one 
of the most enthusiastic sportsmen in the 
country.

Prevare the Reserva. 


Dr. Penroge will recommend favorably on 
the bill carfying en appropriation of $50,000 
for putting ‘the land in shape for the pre- 
serve. It will take a fence & miles long 
and eight feet high, costing $17,000. This 
fence will be of wire, with mesh wire at 
the bottom and barb wires\ close together 
at the top. The enclosure will contain a 
tract of land twelve miles equare. This, 
as a game preserve, will be under the pro- 
tection and direct control of the govern- 
ment game laws. which are the same as 
those of the National Sportemen’s League, 
and in addition to this large tract will be 
the adjoining Fort Sill military reserva- 
tion of 5,000 acres now covered by the 
national game laws. The preserve's bound- 
ary line cuts in twain Mountains Scott and 
Sheridan, the loftiest peaks in the Wichitas, 
and it is hoped to get the consent of the 
General Land Department allowing these 
iwo mountains in their entirety to be en- 
closed. 


In addition to the cost of the fencing it 


will be necessary to construct two mam- 
moth dame, the material for which, with 
the exception of the cement, is now on the 
ground. These when completed will cover 
9000 acres with water. An appropriation of 
$6000 annually for policing the preserve is 
iso asked, as it will be necessary to give 
the inclosure the strictest watch and pro- 
tection at all times, Under the provisions 
of the Lacey bill there is a sum of $10,000 
annually appropriated for the collection of 
@ame for such a preserve and the propaga- 
tion of wild game. Since the passage of 
that bill there has accumulated in this 
fund about 8,000.

Former Infantryman

Wild game will be brought from many 
parts of the country to stock thig pre- 
serve. This matter will be in the hands 
of the National Sportsmen's League. East- 
ern pheasants, wild pigeons, wild turkeys, 
deer and bear, native to this and Indian 
Territory, will be placed within the in- 
closure. The birds, before being turned 
loose, will have one joint of their left 
wings amputated. This will prevent the 
birds from flying over the fence, and the 
amputation can be done by experts with- 
out any garth whatever to the birds, ‘T’he 
young will naturally remain close to the 
parent birds. There are now scattered 
throughout the two Territories numerous 
herds of deer, and these wi'l be rounded 
up and driven to the preserve as soon as 
it te fenced. 

The originator of the plan to establist 
such a preserve in Oklahoma is A. ( 


Cooper of Fort Sill, a typical Western 
sportsman of the old type, who has made 
Fort Sill his headquarters for 14 veares

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 14.—The discussion

Orieans Jan. 244, 3 and 26, will cover a wide 
range of subjects, crystallizing on the 
handling of this year's surplus, the reduc- 


housing cotton under the control of the 


producers themselves, All three of these 
big subjects are of equal Interest to 
farmer, the merchant and the banker of 
the South. 

The handling of the surplus and the re- 
duction of acreage will have to be dis- 
cussed in their entirety, for no definite plan 
for either has yet been framed. 

The warehousing matter. however. has 
been developed to a greater or less extent 
by the progress made on the “‘Waco lan,’’ 
which was framed by the farmers and bus- 
iness men of Waco, Texas, and approved 
and elaborated by the farmers in conven- 
tion at St. Louis several months ago. 

This plan provides for local warehouses 
built on approved plans in order that insur- 
ance and other expenses will be minimized. 
These warehouses are to be erected by 
local companies to be owned and controlled 
by the farmers. A big central company, 
also to be owned and controlled by the 
farmers, or if deemed best by farmers, 
merchants and bankers, is also provided 
for. 

The local companies will manage their 
own affairs, guided and protected by the 
parent company.

PARIS, Jan. 4.—The rumor that has 
been going about that Mme. Sarah Bern- 
hart contemplates retirement seems to be 
well and truly founded. For some time 
past the actress has been in the habit of 
condemning, in private conversation with 
her friends, the folly of the player, male 


or female, but especially female, who clings 
to the stage with quivering and enfeebled 
hande, and cannot see that a new genera- 
tion of playgoers want something more for 
their money than a great name and 4 great 
reputation. chiefly made when they they 
were in their cradles. 

It is a continually haunting fear with 
Mme. Bernhardt that she might one day 
hear herself ken of as “a woman who 
really used to a grand actress,"’ and not 
long ago she told an old friend that she 
seriously thought of retiring from the 
stage in something like a year’s time. 

It is pretty certain, if the Pays - Sarah”’ 
keeps the good health she is enjoying at 
present, that the end of 196 will find her 
in as fine form as ever for her dramatic 
work. But what the ‘“‘rare and wondrous 
gem" of the French stage has it in her 
mind to do {s to retire from the boards 
with dignity—to make a firm and gracefy] 
exit, and net to hobble off to murmurs of 


pity and relief. 
Mme Bernhardt, whether she retires at 


the end of the coming year or not, has 
plenty of her beloved hard work on hand. 
At the close of her present tour, some- 
where in January, she will play until May 
in Paris. Then, after little more than a 
week's rest at Belle Isle~a rest from act- 
ing, but not from pursuance of her numer- 
ous habbles—Sarah Bernhardt goes to ful- 
fil a three months’ engagement in South 
Africa, returning to make a farewell tour 
in her own country.

YOUTHFUL BANDIT CONFESSES 


| Brewer, althou 
his mother. 


With Remarkable Memory He 
Supplies Details of a Long 
Series of Crimes. 


Special to the Post Dispatch. 

WICHITA, Kan., Jan, 14.—Aaron Spencer, 
the younger of the two boys caught rob- 
bing the stoffice at Whitewater, 
made @ cull confession to Detective Small 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad today, in 
which he admitted that he and Bert Stuart, 
his pal, had broken into stores and other 
buildings in various cities in Kansas. 

The confession was wormed out of the 
boy after two hours of close questioning 
upon the part of the officer. According to 
Spencer, he and Stuart visited not only the 
three places robbed in this city, but also 
committed the recent burglaries at Oat- 
ville, Bayneville, Burrton, Osawatemie, 
Olathe, Valley Center and Paola. Two of 
the Wichita robberies, he said, were com- 
mitted by himself and the other by both 
of them. 

In his confession Spencer gave the detec- 
tive the narme of each town visited, the 
date and the amount of money or goods 
——— In some instances he told just 
iow the goads were disposed of, and gave 
other information concerning the transac- 
tions. He said they often went to Kansas 
City and disposed. of their ‘“‘swag’’ when 
they happened to be in that part of the 
state. 

Spencer says he met Stuart in Haven, 
Kan., about six weeks ago. He is 17 years 
old, and Stuart professes to be but 2. 
Until they were captured by the White- 
water posse, after both had been shot in 
the legs, Spencer says he never had been 
under arrest. Both had been shot in the 
knees and they had returned the fire, but 
without any of their shots taking effect. 

“Where did you make your largest haul’’’ 
Spencer was asked. 

“At Burton, he replied. “I got $55 there. 
It was a drug store that we went through.” 

Spencer said his pal would be angry with 
him if he found out he had confessed. 
Previous to the confession Stuart and 
Spencer had been identified by farmers liv- 
ing near Oatville, and they are suspected 
of breaking into several farmhouses in 
that vicinity, though Spencer did not men- 
tion them. When captured they had more 
than 100 keys of different kinds upon their 
persons. They will be taken to Kansas 
City tomorrow to receive their sentence.

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Speculative sentiment locally has under- 
gone no appreciable change during the 
course of the week just closed. And re- 
| flecting the sarmeness of the public temper- 
ment as regards local securities that has 
prevailed for some weeks past business on 
the local stock exchange has moved along 
in much the game channels recently noted. 
The investment demand in the bond list 
has been noticeably a favorable feature and 
prices on this class of securities are slowly 
but surely reaching a higher level. Prices 
on the stock list have moved !n an irregular 


range and the inguiry In the bond market 
has been strikingly absent in stocks. Sen- 
timent in the financial district remains opti- 
mistic and ultimate higher prices on local 
securities are generally believed in. 

Monetary conditions show practically no 
change for the week. Funds remain in 
abundant supply and interest rates re- 
main exceedingly easy. Bank clearings stil! 
show up excellently and indicate an ex- 
ceedingly healthy state of affairs in the 
local business world at the present time. 
Local failures in December were on an 
exceedingly small scale and were even of 
less number than in the preceding year, 
strikingly ee the fact that in the 
business world no ill effects have been felt 
from the holding of the World’s Fair in 
this city. 

Public sentiment as regards the markets 
on Wall street may be aptly termed as 
“on the fence.’’ The speculative public 
are to all inténts and purposes out of thé 
market and-conditions generally on the 
Surface are such, at the present writing. as 
to keep them out. Although underlying 
conditions are admitted io be excellent, 
many temporary features exist that tend 
to keep the market seutmment disturbed, 
and in the nervous state of the publia mind 
Caused by the recent artificial decline, it 
is hard to see just what developments can 
occur at present tg bring this buying back 
into the market. if conditions are so rosy 
from a market standpoint, why don’t the 
interests in control of the stock market 
advance stocks without the support of the 

sculative public, knowing, as they say, 
they do, that conditions warrant it. The 
recent advance was made largely without 
the buying power of the public, as a can- 
vass of the leading brokerage offices the 
country over would show. or little in- 
quiry from public sources was manifested 
until stocks had reached pretty close to 
the price level now prevailing, so why 
should these same interests hesitate to ad- 
vance prices from this level it conditions 
are so excellent? 

Obviously there are reasons why this is 
not done, and chief among these is the un- 
easiness caused by the disposition mani- 
fested by the government to pass legisla- 
tion broadening the powers of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in the regulation of 
freight rates and rebates. That investiga- 
tions along these Hnes decidedly distaste- 
ful to the money-making schemes of Wall 
street aro to be indulged in by the party in 
ower, there is little doubt, but that the 
ear of these investigations will in the end 
prove to be more of a market factor than 
tho actual legislation, {s also a ceriainty, 
as Wall street invariably fully discounts 
any coming adverse or favorable develop- 
ments, and when the actual event takes 
place the effect is generally contrary to the 
eneral expectations on this account, 
30 it will no douwbt be with the present 
market bugaboo: for it is not likely that 
any legislation of a character that would 
Seriousiy injure the business interests of 
the country and have a tendency to re- 
tard the country’s marvelous growth, or 
of a character detrimental! to the railroads 
involved, will be indulged in. 

Trusts and railroad consolidations are 
the natural rowth of the country's 
prosperity ang development and are as 
essential to @ country at the present 
time as the smaller railroad was at the 
time when the development was not on 
such a gigantic scale. And the rectify- 
ing the evils of the trust question must 
necessarily be given the closest possi- 
ble study from all points of view before 
a remedy of a conservative and reason- 
able character can be decided upon that 
will prove of public value without un- 
‘settling general confidence in the mar- 
_kets and business centers of the coun- 
try at large. That the solution of this 
important question is shortly to be en- 
tered on is manifest, but as regard athe 
ultimate effect on the properties Yn- 
volved there is, or should be, very little 
cause fer alarm. It will be remembered 
that when the Interstate 
Commission itself was broached it was 
considered decidedly an adverse market 
factor. But Wall street fears on that 
score were quickly dissipated, and the 
same will no doubt be the case when 
the now proposed iegislation becomes 
an active issue.

The sole and entire reason why the great 
demands that were to break into the mar- 
ket after 190% opened haven’t broken in is 
because flour millers do not find demand 
enough for their flour to warrant them in 
laying in supplies of cash wheat to any 
extent. And thereby hangs a tale. As the 
finish of 194 drew near a good many mil- 
lers throughout the country found them- 
gelves long on flour and short on buyers. 
This is hardly surprising when it is under- 
stood that the foreign buying which in 
past seasons has helped the American 
miller out wonderfully in his business has 
been painfully lacking on the 1904 crop. 
During 1904 7,000,000 barrels less flour, equiv- 
alent to 31,000,000 bushels wheat, were sold 
for export than during 1903, and of this 
deficit in 1904 fully 74 per cent was during 
the first half of the 1904-5 crop year. The 

rospects are that.the total loss in lack of 
oreign buying to American millers duri 
this crop year will be between 10,000,000 an 
11,000,000 barrels flour, equivalent to 46,000,- 
000 or 60,000,000 bushels wheat. Domestic 
requirements can never make up. 
After this digression I'll return to my tale. 
The millers who found themselves es lal- 
ly over-supplied with flour were, as told to 
mé, in the hard winter and sprin 
class, otherwise the Southwest and North- 
west millers. Not caring to carry burden- 
some supplies into the new year and not 
waiting until) after the holidays to make 
the cut in price, as do the retail trade, they 
cut and cut deeply, it is said as much as 
2Z5c to 40c a barrel.

‘As representative of the situation In the 
soft winter wheat territory, where the 
greatest shortage presumably exists, the 
St. Louis market conditions should be con- 
sidered.

COMBES MINISTRY 
WEATHERS. STORM 


Final Vote Taken After a Stormy 
Session Shows Oabinet to 
Have a Majority of Ten. 


PARIS, Jan. 15, 1:50 a m.—Premier 
Combes cabinet weathered another storm 
after a session of the chamber of depu- 
ties lasting until 1 o’clock this morning, 
and secured a majority of ten on a motion 
supporting the deolarations of the minis- 
ters and approving the policy of the gov- 
ernment, 

The result was reached after a debate 
marked by frequent violent altercations, 
threatening a free fight. and during the 
course of which an opposition deputy flour- 
ished a saucepan in the face of the pre- 
mier. The majority, although not large, fs 
coneldered sufficient to insure the retention 
of the ministry. 

The premier referred to the calumnies 
which had not spared his white hairs. 
He wished time to complete the work 
against the reiigious associations, and 
if the ministry was retained, he said it 
would proceed to consider the income tax, 
working men's persions and the separation 
of church and state. 


Mr. Ribot and Bos then attaced the min- 
istry, the latter declaring that M. Combes’ 
policy was one, of falsehood and dissimu- 
lation. A indescribable tumult followed, 
but a preliminary vote showed the gov- 
ernment had a majority of fourteen, and 
the decisive vote was 289 to 279 in favor of 
the government.

orady fuel company, as was the custom of 
all the roade in that territory. 

Through some inexplicable mistake the 
joint rate, which was put in force to cover 
this arrangement and which should have 
shown upon its face that the price includ- 
ed the price of coal, failed to disclose such 
fact, and as a consequence it is possible 
that there may have been an unintentional 
violation of the law.

/ With a brilifant run of 121 points. Willie 
Hecppe brought his 1200-point, 18-inch balk 
line exhibition match with Jake Schaefer to 
a sensational conclusion Saturday night at 
Grand billiard hall.

Pope Clement XI and several of 
his successors bountifully endowed the iIn- 
stitution and provided it with professors

This fact gave 
rise to much discussion in Roman circles 
whenever any member of the academy was 
chosen by the reigning Pope for a prelature 
or diplomatic appointment, and it was oc- 
casionally asserted that even knowledge of 
the Latin language was not necessary for 
ordination as long as a student of the aris- 
tocracy belonged to the institution. 

It is historically certain the academy has 
provided the church with its most cele- 
brated diplomats for the last 300 years, 
and that a majority of the,Cardinals de

little woman, wearing a faded black dress,

Learn the leather 
trade and so become a good leather man. Or go into the 
office as messenger and learn the details of the shoe busi- 
ness, so that by 22 you will be a gogtl shoe man. 

Let the boy first make him- 
self a man by developing and cultivating all his faculties. 
At 22 he can begin to specialize by learning business. So, 
he will become a worker.. If; however, he begins work at 
14 he is in danger of becoming a drudge at 24. And the 
danger becomes greater with the entry of every college boy 
Workers, not drudges, are wanted.

IMPROVEMENTS UNDER AFRICAN DIFFI-

Although Abyssinia is not usually thought of as a favora- 
ble field for the extension of the telephone system, it has | 
800 miles of wire already in operation and ts proceeding this 
year to add another thousand miles. The work is being 
done under Italian supervision and as a result of ignorance 
of native conditions the wires were first strung on 
wooden poles. These are now being replaced by fron ones 
and the reported reason ig that many of the first set of 
poles were “eaten down by insects.”

SPEEDS OF MANY CREATURES. 
From the Scientific American. 


A European engineer, Joseph Olshausen, began about 


fifteen years ago to measure the speeds of all creatures that 
he could study. 


A good pedestrian's speed over good roads, he says, is a 
sixteenth of a mile in 12 seconds. The German soldier covers 
a little more than three miles an hour during an ordinary 
march that does not last too long. 

The maximum speed acquired by the’ average person in 
swimming comfortably is 39 inches a second. 

Oarsmen in an eight-oared barge acquired a speed of 197 
inches a second. 

Skaters average from nine to ten yards a second, while 
runners on skids have made as much as 21 yards-in the 
same time, and the jumper on skids has developed almost 
forty yards velocity in a second. The man who made this 
record jumped 120 feet. | 

Iceboats skim over the ice at velocities that have reached 
36 yards a second, or more than a mile a minute. 

The fastest that has been done on a bicycle is the record 
of %6 feet a second, 

The horse can gallop six miles tn an hour for a considera- 
ble length of time. 

The swiffest dog in the world, the borozi, or HRugulan 
wolfhound, has made record rung that show 73 feet in a sec- 
ond, while the gazelle has shown measured speed of more 
than 8) feet per second.

f the 40 adults three had died, two wives and one husband. Other 
deaths may have occurred in the five couples removed from the city, but 
the lady referred to had not been able to trace them all. 

Eight couples had been divorced. Of the 16 divorce persons, five 
were married to new mates, two had recently obtained decrees and 
were understood to i§%-nd aarly marriage. One childless woman had 
been divorced twice since the disintegration of the group. 

Of the five divorced persons who married new mates, four were 
women; of the 11 who did not marry three were women and seven were 
men. The four women who married new mates had been childless 
throughout their first unions and one had become a mother in her see- 
ond marriage. The one divor d man who took a new wife had become 
a father a few weeks before*vhe reunion of tle survivors. 

The period covered by these facts is a few months more than seven 
years. 


ATURALLY the hostess’ statistics formed the sole topic of general 

N conversation among her guests, to whom every unit in those fig- 

ures was a once-loved friend. It was agreed that marriage had 
proven a failure with 12 of their friends because there had been no 
child in the home. 7 

One couple had been separated by drink and the other by frivolity 
of the wife after the death of her little girl. She and one man who had 
become a drunkard were the only members of this strangely collated 
group of 40 warm friends who had been publicly charged with sean- 
dalous conduct. In the other divorces the charges were desertion and 
failure to support, which were believed to be pretenses covering appli- 
cations made on the behalf of husbands and wives who had grown in- 
diSerent through the lack of a common interest. Their life together 
was simply the intimate association of men and women, futile, barren 
and joyless. 

Some of the men and women had remained true to their altar 
pledges in spite of the fact that no children came, but death had short- 
ened the married life of three couples and there are five couples whose 
later history is not known since they went away. In only one of thes: 
were there children. 
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Home must have a continuous source of interest or it will cease 

to exist. The very ills to which children are subjects are bene 
ficial in strengthening the home feeling in the hearts of men and en 
larging the hearts and capabilities of women. But beyond that. there 
is a human experience in rearing children which no man or woman can 
afford to miss out of their lives, a mental and spiritual broadening as 
necessary as food. 

No sorrow can be bitter to the man, no necessary task will seem 
beyond his strength if in home hours there are little ones to hang abou: 
his chair and shower their tribute of affection on him. 

For women there is no higher or holier office than motherhood. and 
every one whose arms have never held her child feels that she has been 
robbed. If in her deprivation she still has that strength of mind tha 
puts away envy and jealousy and will take to her heart another 
woman's child she may have a taste of happiness. For many women 
this is impossible and as the disappointing years pass they grow souf 
and embittered. |

“Ah, that jail was full of rogues. I had 
never known such rascals, horse thieves, 
confidence men and all such. They spoke 
to me and I addressed them. There were 
two who were bolder and more resourceful 
than the others—Hastings and Revelle. 
Hastings was a smart rogue, Revelle was a” 
desperate one. They talked to me kindiy 
and asked me to play cards with them and 
shared their tobacco with ma Meanwhile. 
I got money from Germany, and they did 
me the honor to borrow it. 

“One day they told me I-.was a fool to 
Stay in jail, when it was so easy to get out. 
Then they told me af a scheme they had to 
escape. They were going to overpower the 
turnkey, take away his keys and liberate 
themselves, and they asked me to join 
them. I refused, positively. 

“They were not angry, but they said now 
{t was ‘Honor among thieves,’ which made 
me wince, and asked me to keep their plot 
to myself even if I would not join them, 
and in this I acquiesced. “We will open 
the doors,’ they told me, ‘and you can walk 
out if you wish.’ 

“TI was eager for liberty, and made up 
my mind to escape if the doors were 
thrown open. They had told me that even 
if we were caught we would only be sent 
to jail for 30 days for it, and I reasoned 
that a chance for liberty was worth that 
long in jail if I lost. 

“The meeting came Jan. 13, 1900. Seven 
of them, led by Revelle, were in it. Sud- 
denly they jumped upon Turnkey Fred 
Phillips, knocked him down and took his 
revolver from him. 


Jailer Shoots Leader. 


“Jailer Barnickol rushed in shouting ‘Go 
back, boys! Back to your cells!’ 

“IT obeyed § instantiy. Only Hastings, 
Revelle and three others refused to obey. 
Then Revelle advanced upon the jailer, 
shooting as he ran. Barnickol shot Revelle 
in the breast and he died 23 hours after. 
The redét of them rushed to the back of the 
cellroom and slid down the rope in the 
dumbwaliter shaft that led to the jail kitch- 
en. They were trying to break through the 
wall when Mrs. Barnicko] drove them back 
by threatening to shoot them. 

“All through the fighting I was in my 
cer. 

“Jailer BRarnickol’s wound was not se- 
rious at the beginning, but blood poisoning 
set in. They amputated his arm eight 
days after he was shot, and three days 
later he died of the shock, the surgeons 
saic. 

“All nine men who were in the jail at 
the time of the meeting. were indicted for 
jail-breaking and participation in the mur- 
der of Jaller Barnickol.

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‘T was in prison four years and seven 
months. 

“When I went to prison I determined to 
bear my captivity manfully, hop'ng al- 
ways that I would get a new trial and 
would bé freed. I was put to work as 
bookkeeper in the knitting factory, and 
soon became head bookkeeper. While my 
employers treated me well, the work was 
very hard, and my old heart trouble, on 
account of which I had been discharged 
from the German army, was aggravatcd 
and I lay four months in the hospital. 

“Then I was given work as clerk in the 
commissary department, where the work 
was pleasant and I won many priv: icges 
and liberties. 

‘‘Meanwhile I was making desperate at- 
tempts to get “my liberty tbrdugh the 
board of pardons. Three times i made 
application to it, and o ce to tpe yovernor 
who referred it to tne board. I received 
a sarcastic letter from the chairman of the 
board, saying that as I had applied four 
times I had better make it five. This 
made me angry and I did so. But first I 
wrote the German consul in Chicago, tell- 
ing him all the facts, and sending my cer- 
tificates from universities and from tho 
army, so that if anything happened to :ne 
he might investigate the matter, and jus- 
tify me in the eyes of my family. 

“I made one more effort with the board 
of pardons, inclosing my papers and lIet- 
ters from the German consul b,ut no at- 
tention was paid to my plea. 

“In my position in the commissary de-

i stand against the Supreme Lodge in retus- 


ing to adopt the new charter drawn up by 
the Supreme Lodge. 

According to Dr. E. O. - Greer, 
medical examiner of the Missouri Grand 
Lodge, a plan is now under way for the 
organization of a new central body for such 
jurisdiction as Massachusetts, Missourl, 
Kansas. Nebraska, Iowa, Montana and

Officers of the Supreme Lodge have 


threatened to suspend the Missouri Grand 
Lodge charter, but the Missouri. officcrs 
say they have never accepted the charter 
and that they are independently incorpor- 
ated and chartered in Missouri. 

Missouri Grand Lodge officers charge 
that the Supreme Lodge is assuming dic- 
tatorlal powers instead of performing its 
duty as an advisory board. 

‘If the Supreme Lodge will pay Missouri 
the $142,000 it owes, we will be enabled to 
pay our claims as soon as proved, and the 
Supreme Lodge can have the little balance 
of $151,000 which Missouri has contributed 
to needy lodges,”’ said Dr. Greer in a state- 
ment to the Post-Dispatch. 

“The fact is that the Supreme Lodge is 
trying to ‘follow the methods of the old 
line insurance companies, and has been re- 
peatediy turned down by the _ = § insurance 
commissioner of this state. It wants a fund 
to manipulate, but, inasmuch as each 
state pays its own death losses, we ure 
opposed to contributing such a large share 
of our receipts to the Supreme Lodge. 


*  Missosuri Liberality. 

“Since 1881 Missouri Grand Lodge has con- 
tributed $600,292.38 to the ‘relief’ fund to 
help out the jurisdictions where the death 
assessments were very high. 

“t'p to this time the Supreme Lodge has 
given Missouri Grand Lodge $401,065.86. Thus 
Missouri has paid into the Supreme Lodge 
$293,983.67 more than has been received. 
We want that matter adjusted. 

“Even with this handicap the Missouri 
Grand Lodge is not very far behind in its 
payments, but we object vigorously to a 
charter which will give us such a small 
per cent of the money paid into the Mis- 
souril Grand Lodge. 

“There are 2 jurisdictions doing business 
on the grand lodge plan. They represent 


145,000 members, while in the 12 prosperous 
jurisdictions, which have refused to sub- 
mit to the Supreme Lodge scheme, there 
are more than 230,000 members. We think 


the majority should rule. 

‘The statement that the Supreme Lodge 
defeated us in court is misleading. Mis- 
scurl Grand Lodge sued the Supreme 
Lodge, but it said it was not doing busi- 
ness in this State and we could not get 
service on it. 

“As an evidence of our prosperity, I 
passed on more examinations during De- 
cember than in the 12 months previous 
when we were under the jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Lodge.’

COMMITTEE WILL HAVE 
TO TAKE THE MATTER UP 


Attention of the Committee on 
Criminal Jurisprudence Directed 
to the Conditions—Sporting In- 
terests Are Hard at Work in the 
Lobby. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 14.—Rep- 
resentative Dorris (Dem.) of Oregon, dis- 
cussing today the movement for the repeal! 
of the breeders’ law, called attention to 
the fact that the general statute covering 
bookmaking and poolselling had been de- 
clared unconstitutional by the State s¢- 
preme Court. 

“Tf the breeders’ law is repealed,”’ said 
Mr. Dorris, “and no statute is enacted in 
its place, there will be no law to prohibit 
poolselling, either within or withour the 
racetrack inclosure.”’ 

Investigation confirms the correctness of 
Mr. Dorris’ statement. 

Sections 2192 and 2193 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of Missouri denounce bookmaking as 
a misdemeanor, but hold that it is proper 
when conducted inside of a racetrack in- 
closure. Section 2193 was passed in 1595. 

The breeders’ law was enacted in 1897 and 
authorizes bopkmakers to operate under 
licenses issu by the state, but denounces 
those unlicensed—that !s to say, those not 
carrying or their operations at the truck— 
as guilty of a misdemeanor, liable to a 
maximum fine of $1000 and a term of one 
year in jail, or both. 

In the case of the State against Thomas, 
Thirty-eighth Missouri reports, Judge Sher- 
wood, delivering the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court, said: 

“The prosecution was instituted under 
the provision of Section 1 of an act In re- 
lation to bookmaking and poolseliing, law 
of 1895, page 150. This section was set forth 
at length and fully discussed in State vs, 
Walsh, in which case it was ruled that the 
act in question was unconstitutional. We 
still adhere to that ruling. But sing writ- 
ing the opinion in the foregoing case the 
thotight has occurred to us whether the law 
of 1895 aforesaid, bel unconstitutional, 
though it contains a = lene section, has 
really operated to repeal the act of 1891, 
which is in relation also to bookmakiig 
and poolselling. 

“Now the question is, 
18% repeal that of 1891? 


Legal Authorities Conflict. 

‘Though there seems to be some con- 
flict or apparent conflict in the authorities 
as to whether a repealing clause in an 
unconstitutional law repeals the original 
law, yet it is believed that the great weight 
of authority and the better reasoning an- 
nounce the negative of that ition, 

“Like the house built upon the sand, 
when the rains and floods and the winds 
of judicial criticism descend and blow and 
beat upon it, it falls and is as if itt had 
never been. In short, such act being a 
nullity, there is nothing upon which the 
repealing clausé can operate because there 
is no law in existence which can be incon- 
sistent or in conflict with an act void by 
reason of its unconstitutionality, 

“The case thén stands in legal contem- 
plation as if the repealing section were 
the only one enacted by the Legislature, in 
which event but one opinion could be en- 
tertained as to the effectiveness of guch a 
repealing section as to that which now 
confronts us in the act of 189. In other 
words, when, as here, the evident purpose 
of the repeal is to displace the old law 
and substitute the new in its stead, the 
repealing. section or clause, being depend- 
ent on that purpose of substitution, neces- 
sarily falls when falls the main purpose 
of the act.”’ 

The court then takes up the validity of 
the law of 1891 and says: 

“Suppose the Legislature should by law 
denounce penalties and peste 
against blers who ply their vocations 
on the uth Side or streets which run 
east and west in the cities of this state. 
would not such an act confer protection 
On all those who dealt cards on the op- 
posite side of the street?’’

CHICAGO, Il., Jan. “4—A © crusade 
against the sale of “dime novels” and 
sensational literature to school children 
is being made by Mrs. W. C. H. Keogh, 
a member of the board of education and 
@ woman attorney of this city. At the 


next mgeting of the Legislature an effort 


will be made to pass laws -pr hibiting the 
sale of such reading matter t¢ school ohil- 
dren. i 
Mrs. Keogh's crusade is the result of 
an investigation which she made among 
boys in the county jail and Bridewell. 
She found that nearly all the boys at- 


tributed their downfall to the reading of 
yellow literature. 

“Conditions which surround the youth 
inour city are appalling.” said Mrs. 
Keogh..‘‘Not only is the younger element 
of the city endangered by the unrestricted 
sale and circulation of dime novels; but 
many of the older persons are inspired to 
criminal acts by the scenes presented. 

When asked.if any steps would be taken 
restricting the publication of sensational 
articles in magazines and newspapers, Mrs, 
Keogh said that nothing would bé done 
until a bill passed the Legislature pro- 
hibiting the sale of blood and thunder nov- 
els to children. a

Hg declared 
that on the shelves of some private and 
public Mb es were “many books which 
should properly be placed in the furnace." 

Dr. Hirsch declafed that the school 
teacher could influence the child in the 
selection of its reading matter, and that 
it was incumbent upon the instructor to 
loé6k to the moral as well as the mental 
development of her puri

New Chicago was founded 
146 years ago, when the Indiana Natural 
Gas ond Ojl Cu. venetrated the Howard 
County gas _freld with the pipeline leading 
to Chicago. a pumping station, the largest 
that has ever been built in Indiana, was 
erected there, and rearly all of the houses 
were put up io furnish homes for the men 
employed in the big pumping plant and 
their familics. For uumarried employes 
a clubhouse, with smug quarters for ) men, 
with hardwood floors, with smoking room 
and library, with all the appointments, in 
fact, of a first-class club property, was 
erected. This establishment has been 
abandoned, too. 

A few months ago the gas company 
ceasea to operate the pumping station. 
There was no longer employment for the 
people of the little town, and one by 
one they began to move away. This was 
kept up until now the place ts entirely un- 
inhabited. 

No pretense is made by the gas com- 
pany at keeping up the pumping station 
property, which is said to have cost 
$250,000. The farmers residing in_ the 
neighborhood say there is not even a 
watchman there most of the time The 

ulldings, which are of brick and iron, 
are beginning to crumble and rust away, 
and the big array of expensive machinery 
has already become so corroded as to he 
of n@ value save as junk. oe | 

Thinking that the pumping station was 
to be a nucleus around which a town of 


‘considerable size would soon be built up, 


tarmers owning lang in the immediate vi- 
cinity had their corn lands and wheat 
fields platted into town lots and made 
ready to egell them at long prices. Not 
one of them ever sold a lot, Not a 
house was erected in the town save on 
land the gas company had bought before 
it began work on the pumping station. 
Some of the farmers are slow to abandon 
the hope that a city was to spring up, 
but. finally they brought before the Board 
of County Commissioners at present term 
petitions for the vacation of every street 
and alley in the fields that were platted. 
With the coming of spring the town lots 
will be given back to the plowshare and the 
dream of New Chicago will be at an end.

The Russian army was on its way to Constantinople. 
it had won its way to the Pass through difficulties and 
there confronted its greatest tactical difficulty. The road 
is harrow and the opposing army was great. The Rue- 
sians gained a position and constructed a fort which they 
named Nicholas. With barbaric drama and religious rites 
the army swore to defend this fort to the death and, if the 
strength they had would aid the Lord to give them victory 
over the Mussulman, they would march on to overthrow 


HIPKA PASS is in Bulgaria, three miles south of 


his temples on the Bosphorus. 

Suleiman Pasha attacked with the flower of his army. 
There were war correspondents in those days and the story 
of the battle was told to a world still freshly interested in 
lavishly telegraphed and cabled stories of conflict The 
ten days’ battle was described at length, with literary 
garnishings and many phrases of keen description that 
have since grown hackneyed. The story of the battle has 
been rewritten by experts for the edification of experts, 
but suffice it here to aay that those who bore the ikon and 
fought for the cross conquered those whose sign was the 
crescent. 

Suleiman Pasha was driven out of the Pass and the 
progress of the Russians began anew. That the Cossacks 
did not camp in the mosques of Constantinople was no 
fault of soldier or general, but of the European powers, 
who, through their diplomacy, checked an advance that the 
armies of Turkey could not stem. 

The battle of Shipka Pass was the turning point of the 
Russo-Turkish war. Suleiman Pasha’s loss of 20,000 


throw of Turkish pretension to the Balkans. 

Twenty-five vears later, in September, 1902, Bulgaria, 
which had become a nation separate from the Sultan’s 
power, and Rursia celebrated the battle of the Pasa. 
Grand Duke Nicolai Nicolevitech, son of the man who haa 
commanded the Russian army, was there, as his father had 
been gathered to his fathers. All the surviving Russian 
generals of that campaign were there. The Prince of 
Bulgaria assembled his army and his soldiers fought a mock 
battle over the ground so redly contested in 1877. 

It is this picture Yaroslav Vesin has painted. The Bul- 
garian Prince and the Russian Grand Duke, with a back- 
ground of Bulgarian and Russian officers—all in Russian 
uniform—and some Bulgarian soldiers in the diteh on the 
right. The officials have maps of the battleground, They 
are watching maneuvers below them, studying the mean- 
ing of what they see enacted in the light of that which

Adjustable Folding Seat for A 


—a 


O ADD to the comfort and conveni- 
ence of the automobile a new and in- 
gonious folding seat has been devised. 

Heretofore it has been the custom to re- 

sort to the detachable tonneau. when it 

was Gesired to increase the seating capa- 
city of the vehicle. For instance, a ma- 
chine of moderate horsepower will carry 
two persons readily through a reasonably 
hilly country with ease, and the power 
generated is sufficient to carry even four 
persons over the smooth streets of the 
city or a good country road. Up to the 
present time this change of the seating 
accommodation of the automobile has been 
effected by the means of a detachable ton- 
neau which is put on or removed at will. 

The operation of making this change, how- 

ever, is one which requires considerable 

time and becomes a bother where at ts 


wanted to make the change frequently. ‘fo 
overcome this nuisance a folding tonneau 
has been designed, which can be disposed 
of or brought into service with no trouble 
whatever and no loss of time. It is .prac- 
tically a folding rear seat, which may be 
fitted to any car having the rear portion 
clear. When not in use the seat may be 
folded down out of the way, thus protect- 
ing the cushions from rain and dust. A 
few seconds will suffice to open the seat 
and prepare it for the accommodation of 
passengers. The seat folds upward against 
the back and the sides swing inward 
against the folded seat, thus allowing the 
whole fixture to be folded downward to 
fornt a sloping rear deck for the car.
